Applicant argues that Boulton teaches away from the claimed invention by only 
saving a subset of the book. The examiner disagrees and notes that the claims clearly 
state, " saving a screen of the plurality of screens to memorV \ this is exactly what 
Boulton teaches and nowhere in the claims is a requirement for an entire set of screens 
to be saved into memory, in fact, Applicant's invention teaches away from storing an 
entire set of screen by the use of a cannibal bit to avoid the set top terminal's memory 
from becoming full, thereby avoiding memory overflow. Therefore, using the memory 
that saves a subset of screens, Boulton clearly teaches indicating that the screen of the 
plurality of screens saved into memory is not to be deleted from memory. 

Applicant also argues that Boulton fails to teach saving screens that are only 
accessible through other screens. As stated on Page 8 of the previous Office Action, 
Welsh is used to teach this limitation, not Boulton.
